LONDON, England.—( By Cable)— 
The largest mechanized farm in the 
world is being set up in Africa. When 
fully developed, it will cover 5,000 
square miles and will ease the critical 
shortage of oils and fats that now 
faces the hungry continents of Europe 
and Asia. 

This great scheme, thought out by 
British planners, is the most compre- 
hensive project ever launched for the 
development of backward territories, 
in this case in Tanganyika, Northern 
Rhodesia and Kenya. 


107 Farmsteads Each 30,000” Acres 


It will be split up, for ease of working, 
into 107 separate farmsteads, each 
covering 30,000 acres. The whole 
ao. etna farm will be fully mechan- 
ized. 

Within five years, it will be the means 
of converting what is now useless land 
in a waterless fly-infested region, 
almost uninhabited, into a healthy 
farming district, producing at least 
60,000 tons of vegetable. oil seeds each 

ear. This transformation will be 
rought about. by applying all the 
resources of modern scientific agri- 
culture. Mechanized farming methods 
will be made part of everyday life for 
the African cultivators, who have so 
far used nothing but handhoes in 
their daily work. 

This experiment is regarded as an 
important step towards the United 
Nations’ goal of a world freed from 
want. 

After retaining sufficient seed for 
the expansion of acreage, the first 
year’s dividend will take the form of 
5,000 tons of margarine, since it is 
from the oils contained in nuts— 
popularly “known as peanuts—that 
this product is made. In addition, 
18,000 tons of oilcake for cattle feed 
will be produced, which means more 
meat, milk and related foods. B

OTTAWA, April 30th.—The late- 
ness of spring’s arrival this year, will 
likely have the effect of increasing the 
acreage sown to coarse frains in the 
West, departmental officials here 
believe. : : 

Last year at this time, it is stated, 
over 25 per cent of seeding had al- 
ready taken place. This year the 
amount of sowing thus far has been 
extremely slight. The most favorable 
seeding time, it is pointed out, is the 
fortnight between April 25th and May 
10th. With the ripening time of wheat 
being about 115 days, seeding will 
have to be carried out rapidly if there 
is to be the assurance that the grain 
will escape the first frosts which ° 
experience has shown may come 
early in August. If the late season 
means that there will actually be 
considerably more coarse grain sown 
in the West, it is held here that it. will be 
a good thing, because of the shortage 
of feed grains for existing livestock.

The Life of David W. Smeaton 


By J. R. LOVE | 


It was fifty-nine years ago on April 
19th that Dave Smeaton was born 
in a little village named Muthell on 
Dave’s 
father died when he was a wee lad 
and as an only son a tender and 
affectionate relationship endured 
through the years between Dave and 
his mother. is first contact with the 
great Scottish Co-operative movement 
was as a youngster running errands to 
the co-op shop for his mother. Being 
of humble birth he early learned the 
joy that followed the payment of the 
quarterly co-op “divi”. In the old 
eountry it was common practice to 
declare patronage dividends every 
three months. 


Social Conscience Awakened 


In his early teens, Dave quit school 
to find work so that he might help to 
provide for the needs of his mother 
and two sisters.|. The environment in 
which he grew up impressed itself on 
his social conscience. he members 
of the labor unions of the Clyde 
worked under intolerable conditions. 
The slums of Glasgow and its environs 
were notorious. Strikes brought 
suffering and hardships to the people, 
which had the effect of planting in 
the heart and soul of the then youthful 
Dave, the seed of a social crusader. 

In these later years, Dave often 
reminisced about the conditions of 
the working classes of Glasgow when 
he was a boy. Like all Scotsmen of 
humble birth,’ Dave would frequently, 
refer, with some pardonable pride, to 
the fact that he was brought up on 
on- three times a day and the 

resbyterian Catechism. With this 
introduction, Dave would tell of the 
struggles of the people of humble 
birth to improve their social conditions. 

The toll of rent and profit extracted 
by the privileged classes from the 
common folk at the turn of the century 
made an indelible and lasting impres- 
sion on the youthful Dave. 

There grew in his heart and 
soul a deep conviction of the need 
of the people to organize themselves 
into trade unions for their own 
economic protection and for social 
security. In this program of social 
betterment for the people he became 
convinced that the co-operative 
movement had a very tmportant 
part to play. 


Apprentice in Local Co-op. 


In his early teens Dave worked as 
an apprentice in the local co-operative 
society. The hours were long and the 

ay, at that time, was small. However 
ave followed his calling with a zeal 
and enthusiasm that was later to 
seriously affect his health. He was 
promoted, step by step, from an 
errand boy to that of being one of the 
most youthful managers of a provision 
department in the whole’ Scottish 
Co-operative movement. The strain 
of the intense devotion to his work in 
the co-op made it necessary, for the 
good of his heaith, to take a rest. 
He’ discussed with his friends thé 
possibilities of taking a trip to Canada 
which, at that time was appealing to 
people in all parts of the world to come 
and help develop the great natural 
resources Of Western Canada. 


Settles in Edmonton - 


Having mastered his trade as an 
experienced co-operative groceryman, 
Dave Smeaton at the age of twenty-six 
came to Western Canada and settled 
in Edmonton. Finding no consumer 
co-operative movement in which to 
offer his services, he opened his own 
grocery store at 124 Street and 102 
Avenue. He operated his own store 
with considerable success for many 
years. He finally sold his business and 
retired for a much needed rest. 

His retirement was, however, of 
brief duration, because Edmonton was 
in the throes of the depression of the 
thirties. People were not buying 
luxuries and new furniture. They in 
fact were buying only the bare neces- 
sities of which food in the form of 
groceries was a neeessity. 


Perhaps 


this is the reason many private 
business concerns opened up basement 
grocery departments and entered into 
the most vicious competitive battle 
that the grocery trade has witnessed 
in the life time of Edmonton. 

A well .known Edmonton | firm 
decided to enter the grocery game and 
engaged Dave Smeaton to be manager 
of its grocery department. The 
competitive battle continued until 
one by one most of the contestants 
withdrew from the unprofitable con- 
test. During this brief but intensive 
competitive struggle, Dave Smeaton 
satisfied his employers and_ himself 
that as a merchandiser he could 
match his wits with his competitive 
foes and not have to take second 
place to any of them. 


Becomes Co-op Wholesale Manager 


It was in 1938, nine years ago this 
spring, that nine co-operative stores 
representing the co-operative wholesale 
of Alberta appealed to Dave Smeaton 
to become manager of their wholesale. 
The wholesale had no capital and was 
not much more than an idea, but the 
idea challenged something that lay 
dormant within Dave Smeaton. The 
zeal for social and economic reforms 
which had its roots. planted in his 
heart and soul, while a youth in 
Seotland, came to the surface, and for 
the next nine years Dave Smeaton 
was an ardent and_ enthusiastic

FARM IMPROVEMENT LOANS ACT 


Alberta leads every other Province in Canada in 
the extent to which the Farm Improvement Loans 
act has been utilized by farmers, according to the 
report for the last calendar year which came to hand 
just before our press time. 

Of the 13,030 loans totalling $9,880,565 made 
under the provisions of the Act throughout Canada, 
4,798 were made in Alberta, to the total sum of 
$3,388,115. Saskatchewan comes second with 
4,075 totalling $3,140,157, and Manitoba third 
with 1,928 loans totalling $1,397,539. Ontario is 
fourth. Her farmers obtained 1,443 loans totalling 
$1,369,371. The other Provinces are far behind. 

This legislation is intended to assist in particular 
the average farmer who in the past has not always 
been able to obtain bank credit for farm improve- 
ment purposes. Of the total sum loaned in 1946, 
$7,488,347 was for the purchase of farm implements 
and farm trucks, and these loans represented an 
actual sales volume of approximately $12,500,000. 
“From information available”, the report indicates, 
‘“+t is reasonable to assume that practically all farm 
implement sales in Canada requiring financing are 
now being financed either through loans obtainable 
under the Farm Improvement Loans Act or through 
regular bank loans. The result should be a sub- 
stantial saving to the farmer, not only in the purchase 
price of his farm implements, but also in finance 
charges and interest rates previously prevailing for 
this type of financing.”

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Agricultural Statistics.—Canadian 
farmers through the Canadian Federa- 
tion of Agriculture are striving for a 
planned economy on a stabilized basis 
that will bring at all times satisfactory 
returns for their labors. To achieve 
this itis mecessary to have accurate 
agricultural information. At the last 
annual meeting--ef—-the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture held in 
Winnipeg, a resolution was passed urg- 
ing the Canadian Federation of 
Agriculture to co-operate with the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics in 
working out a satisfactory basis for 
compiling this information. This is 
being done, but for 1947 it will be im- 
possible to make any change in the 
present system. During the month 
of June, farmers will receive a survey 
report card. You are urged to answer 
the questions as accurately as possible 
and return to the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics. This information is used 
to compile an overall record and will 
not be used for Income Tax ‘or any 
individual purposes.

Swedes are Now Planning 
Co-operative Farming 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden.—A 
Swedish parliamentary committee 
recommends legislation to provide 
for co-operative farming, either by 
neighboring farmers putting their 
land, stock, equipment, etc., under 
the management of a co-operative 
socrety, or by organization of 
farm workers into a co-operative 
which would rent from the state 
a large farm-unit for common 
operation. Use of more modern 
equipment would be practicable 
under either of these plans. 


Grow Another Hog for Britain.— 


The Alberta Livestock Co-operative 
is to be commended for its efforts to 
encourage hog productiom in this 
Province through it’s recent campaign 
on the A.L.C. show. The Alberta 
Federation of Agriculture is solidly 
behind this program and would urge 
all farmers to consider carefully before 
they depart from hog production in favor 
of straight grain growing. The increas- 
ed hog production also can be two-fold. 
It can maintain a satisfactory export 
market abroad and it will establish 
a market for feed grains in our own 
Province. Britain needs our bacon. 
We can also look at the whole picture 
from our own point of interest and 
say that we need hog production to 
maintain a stabilized income and to 
establish a permanent agriculture.

A COQ-OPERATOR’S CREED 
By JOSEPH G. KNAPP 

1. I will keep myself informed on 
the affairs, probiems, and methods of 
my Co-operative, so as to be an 
intelligent and constructive member. 

2. I will-exert my influence to see 
that my Co-operative has the best 
possible directors and officers in terms 
of general competence and integrity. 

3. I will faithfully support my Co- 
operative with my patronage, and 
encourage my friends to use_ it, 
because in volume there is strength. 

4. I will help and maintain my 
Co-operative by contributing my share 
of essential capital. 

5. I will insist that full information 
be provided me-on the operations and 
financial condition of my Co-operative, 
based on accurate accounting and 
proper auditing. 

6. I will not expect miracles from 
my Co-operative, but I will insist 


on receiving from it honest values and 


efficient services. 

7. I will refrain from asking my 
Co-operative to give me favors in 
the form of credit or other special 
services. 

8. I will take pride in my Co- 


‘ operative and use my, influence to 


see that it assumes its fair share of 
community responsibilities. 

9. I. will stand by my Co-operative 
help 
protect. it from weaknesses which come 
with prosperity. 

10. I will always remember that my 
Co-operative is ME, and others like 
ME, and that its behavior is a 


’ reflectidn of MY behavior.

The above Creed is very fine, and 
leads one ‘to think what might.be, if 
all co-operators followed such a creed. 
We have in the last few years gone 
through the most terrible war in 
history,’ and all through the anguish 
of that war we looked forward to 
victory and peace. Victory came to 
usy@ver a year ago, but where is the 
eae we, so fervently ionged for? 
The active warfare has ceased but we 
seem no nearer a solution of our 
troubles than we were before victory 
The greed and selfishness of nations 
is preventing a settlement of our 
differences and preventing the world 
from settling down to peacetime 
pursuits and the reconstruction of 
devastated nations and others who 
were only participants in the struggle. 

Reflection of Greed of Men 

The greed and selfishness of nations 
is only a reflection of the greed and 
selfishness of men. The co-operative

Lhe highest standards have been 
set for health, nutrition, housing, 
education and general welfare of the 
employees and their families. Each 


_ worker will have his own home, with 


about half an acre of garden, and the 
development of village crafts is being 
encouraged.. Native ex-Servicemen 
are to be given special opportunities. 
lhe workers will be gathered with their 
families into communities of between 
one and two thousand folk. More than 
60,000 will be employed in clearing 
the ground and in farming.

Moisture Conditions 

Moisture conditions in Western 
Canada are shown on April 15th to 
be 15 percent above normal. In 
Eastern Canada the season of sowing 
is also late, but here too moisture 
conditions are good, and with the 
prospect for good pastures the dairying 
industry will be in a favorable situation. 
The labor situation remains far from 
perfect, but plans that have matured 
for the introduction of men for the 
beet sugar industry, as announced by 
Humphrey Mitchell, are at least a 
favorable sign for that industry. 

In regard to the 1100 Polish veterans 
still coming to Canada (making the 
4,000 in all), there have already been 
over 1,000 applications to employ 
these men.

The Shanghai Shipment |. 

Particulars of the dairy breeding 
stock shipped to Shangai April 12th 
by the Lindenwood Victory show. the 
number of head was: 797, of which 
637 were Holstein, Ayrshires and 
Jersey heifers in calf, 160 pure bred 
bulls, with in addition 90 Yorkshire 
hogs, (75 sows and 15 pure bred boars). 
All are going to Chinese hospitals and 
agricultural colleges for breeding pur- 
poses. All boars and sows on shipment 
came from Alberta, while cattle came 
from New Brunswick, Quebec, Ontario, 
Manitoba, Alberta and British 
Columbia. Of 317 Ayrshire heifers, 
175 were from Quebec, 69 from 
Ontario, 68 from B.C., and 5 from 
Alberta. Of Ayrshire bulls 42 were 
from Ontario, 10 from Alberta and 
28 from B.C. Of Holstein heifers 
130‘were from Manitoba, 25 from 
Quebec and 5 from B.C. and of 40, 
bulls 30 were from Ontario, 5 from 
Quebec, 4 New Brunswick and 1 
Alberta. Of 160 Jersey heifers 77 were 
from B.C. 70 from Ontario and 13 
from Alberta, while of the 40 bulls 
30 were from B.C., 8 Ontario and 
2 Alberta. 

All the cattle were tested for bovine 
tuberculosis and were blood tested. 
The hogs passed rigid tests. It is 
costing $150 per head to transport 
the cattle to Shanghai, while there will 
be another $58 where cattle are un- 
loaded, as some may be, at Tien Tsin. 
It is not a cheap shipment in any way 
but it is high grade and it may well 
be the opening of an important traffic 
in years to come. 

New Veterinary Head 

The appointment of Dr. Thos. 
Childs as Veterinary Director General 
of the Department of Agriculture is 
of particular interest to Alberta, as 
while Dr. Childs was born at Lindsay, 
Ontario, in 1888, he was brought up 
at Lethbridge and Stavely, Alberta, 
where he received his primary and 
secondary education. The position he 
is now assuming is of the first import- 
ance, because under his supervision is 


the health of farm livestock throughout- 


Canada with its close relationship to 
the packing industry, the largest 
single manufacturing industry in the 
country. In 1944 its output had a 
total value of $543,000,000,. The health 
of’ Canadian livestock is of a high 
standard, and in fairness this may be 
considered to some extent due to 
the rigid regulations of the Health of 
Animals Department. 

Another appointment of interest is 
that of Geo. E. De Long as superin- 
tendent of the Dominion Experimental 
Station at Lacombe, Alberta, to succeed 
Fran Reid; retiring on superannuation. 
De Long, who is 57, is a graduate of 
the Ontario Agricultural College at 
Guelph, Ontario. He took post 
graduate work at the University of 
Alberta, securing the degree of M.Sc. 
in 1928. The new superintendent of 
the Dominion Experimental Farm at 
Brandon, is R. M. Hopper, a veteran 
of the first great war, graduate of the 
University of Manitoba and since 1921 
assistant superintendent at Brandon. 

Considerable interest will be centred 
on two forthcoming measures of the 
Department of Mines and Resources, 
the new immigration act, so important 
to agriculture, and the program for 
the Eastern slopes of the Rockies 
which is designed to equalize as far 
as possible through forest consexyation 
the flow of water on the Saskatchewan 
river.

Livestock slaughtering figures _con- 
tinue to register declines. Cattle 
slaughterings for the first three 
months are 30 per cent under those 
for the same month of 1946, and 
inspected hogs were 21 per cent under 
the corresponding figure for 1946.

Laid Before Minister 


Delegation From A.F.U. and U.F.C. 
(Sask. Section), Sponsors 
Joint Representations 


On behalf of the Alberta Farmers’ 
Union and -the United Farmers of 
Canada, Saskatchewan Section, a 
delegation headed jointly by _ the 
Presidents of .the two associations, 
Carl J. Stimpfle and=George Wright, 
recently laid before Rt. Hon.’ J. G. 
Gardiner, Federal Minister of Agri- 
culture, fourteen recommendations 
relating to farmers’ income tax. Mr. 
Stimpfle and Vice-President Henry 
G. Young and Secretary R. J. Boutillier 
formed the Alberta delegation. 

The Recommendations 

The recommendations called for: 
a four-year average; classing livestock 
sold in dispersal sales as capital 
assets; raising of exemptions to $1,200 
for single and $2,400 for married 
persons; allowance for labor of farm 
families; allowance as deductions of 
payment of arrears of interest and 

rincipal on the home farm, due 

efore 1940; classing as current expense 
the clearing and breaking of new land; 
and digging of wells and dug-outs; no 
special exemptions to any one class, 
but full provision for proper expenses. 

Computing Net Worth Statements 

It was also urged that in computing 
net worth statements over the years 
1941 to 1945, increase in values of 
stock and implements (resulting from 
the general advance in prices) should 
be discounted, and an equal amount 
of this property valued on the same 
basis for both years; and that farmers 
should be given no further responsi- 
bility for income tax on wages.

Everyone knows something about 
eommunity halls, but almost everyone 
will find, on reading Community Centres 
in Alberta by Donald Cameron, that 
there are community halls or centres 
now functioning in Alberta on a 
surprisingly wide scale, and that they 
have possibilities of even greater 
usefulness. For instance, the com- 
munity hall now serving thee village 
and district of Sangudo houses a book 
club, an arts and crafts club, a young 
people’s social club, a girls’ choir, a 
library, and moving picture shows, all 
carried on’ by sub-committees of the 
board of directors; and a tennis club, 
a skating rink, and general athletic 
activities are sponsored by the same 
organization. The hall is also used 
for dances. 

Such activities and uses, and others, 
are discussed by Mr. Cameron, who 
also deals quite fully with such mat- 
ters as organization and financing. 
The book includes pictures of existing 
halls and centres, and a number of 
sketches and plans for centres to meet 
the needs of communities of various 
sizes. Landscaping and proper main- 
tenance of grounds are stressed; ‘‘The 
community centre should be the show 
window of the community,” writes 
Mr. Cameron. “It is the one place 
where the measure of cultural attain- 
ment and the degree of community 
pride can be displayed for all the 
world to see.”

and friends and thus creating public 
opinion’”’. She went on to say that it 
was what we and our neighbors thought 
that really influenced our government 
representatives. 

‘ Now there may be times when some 
of us, with causes dear to our hearts 
question that—at iecast we question 
if it gets action. We feel there is a 
wholly general desire for what we have 
in mind. For instance, those who 
have worked, as we all have, for an 
increase of the Old Age Pension free 
of the means test, with a lower age 
limit, feel that that is something on 
which there is a general agreement 
of opinion, for people realize the boon 
it wouid be. They realize it would 
be one of the greatest possible factors 
making fora fuller, happier life without 
the cloud of financial apprehension 
hanging over so many during their 
latter years. The preceding years as 
weil, which are usually years of wider 
possibilities of enjoyment could be lived 
with so much greater freedom and 
generosity. 


Has Pressure Been Sufficient 


But perhaps the pressure of public 
opinion has not been sufficient—at 
least perhaps it has not been so ex- 
pressed. And with that, as with many 
other efforts dear to our hearts, I 
wonder if many of us have not fallen 
down in talking to our friends and 
neighbors about them.

I suppose we might as well grant them 
that little fiction if it tends to make 
them happy. The important thing, 
after au, is the general subjects of our 
conversation. 

t- It may take several forms. It may 
be pure gossip. It may be chit-chat 
about nothing, about the weather, 
about this and that, and sometimes 
it may be dull and sometimes interest- 
ing. But both have their place in life, 
unless gossip descends to malicious 
gossip. But should they not be only 
part-time topics? Should there not 
as well be some talking of the more 
serious things which need discussion, 
and- regarding which we can play 
our small part in influencing public 
opinion? Not that we need to do so 
continually and be rated as_ bores,

I think the greater number of us feel

writer, who had not a high opinion 
of the intellectual powers of women.

Farm Home and Garden 


Apple Keessel: To 5 cups thin 
applesauce, strained, add 1 cup sugar 
and 3/4 tsp. cinnamon; mix 4 cup 
cornstarch with the rind and juice of 
half a lemon, add to hot applesauce; 
cook in double boiler. Serve with cream. 
A Russian recipe. 

Peanut Butter Cookies: Cream 3/4 
cup peanut butter with 7 cup brown 
sugar; (or use honey, reducing amount 
of water by 1 tbs.) Sift together 3/4 
cup flour, 1/4 tsp. salt, 3 tsp. each 
cinnamon and soda; combine with 
first mixture, adding 1 beaten egg, 
2 tbs. water. Form into roll, chill, 
then slice. Bake in hot oven. 

Bread boxes, lunch pails, etc., can 
be kept sweet by washing with soap 
and water, then rinsing with a solution 
of 2 tbs. baking soda to a quart of 
water.. They ‘should then be rinsed 
in clear water, and aired. 

Bait for Cutworms: is recommend- 
ed as a cheap form of garden insurance 
if used before plants are up. To 1 
gallon bran add 8 tsp. paris green and 
3 to four cups water. This bait is 
deadly and must be kept from children 
and animals. 


YOUR CO-OP. 


Planting Depth: for garden seeds 
is important, and experts recommend 
care in this matter as a labor saver. 
Radish and turnips should be planted 
1/4 inch deep; spinach, beets, carrots 
swiss chard, parsnips, cucumber, cab- 
bage, 4 inch; onion seed 3/4 inch, 
sets 1 inch; peas, beans, corn, 2 inches; 
potato sets, 4 inches.

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Seeding time is here once again. 
Farmers on the great stretch of sand 
in Western Canada extending nearly 
1,000 miles from the Rocky Mountains 
in the West to beyond Winnipeg in 
the East are gradually getting onto 
the land in a late spring. Their job 
is to seed some 43 million acres to 
grain, of which about 25 million acres 
will be in wheat. 

This 1947 crop is of exceptional 
importance, not only to Canada but 
to the whole world. Food is scarce 
every where, Unfortunate Europe, 
not yet recovered from the chaos of 
war, is laboring under the additional 
handicap of a bad winter during which 
fall planted grain crops suffered 
heavily. World reserves of food have 
diminished to the danger _ point. 
Famine is a constant threat in many 
lands. 

Would Help to Banish Spectre 

A good crop in Western Canada 
would restore confidence of: a greater 
degree of security to hundreds of 
millions of people. The United States 
is now assured of a very large wheat 
crop, possibly 1 1/4 billion bushels. 
An additional wheat outturn of around 
450 million bushels from Western 
Canada would aid materially in 
banishing the spectre of world hunger.

FLASH—Butter prices raised 10 cents, 
replacing subsidy. 

Uncertainty prevails in dairy circles; 
announcement of Government policy 
is expected momentarily as we go to 
press. Meantime, prices continue at 
the ceilings—locally butterfat is 38 
cents, plus 10 cents subsidy; prints are 


.40 cents. Montreal and Toronto quote 


40 cents, Vancouver 39 1/4 cents. 


Higher Than Prices Peak 
After First World War. 


Cost of living advances, in the last 
half of 1946, were 15 per cent in the 
U.S., according to the“ Dominion 


‘Bureau of Statistics, This brought the 


U.S. price index 2.6 above 1920, 
the peak of inflation following World 


War I. Small increases, in no case 
more than 3 per cent, were also 
shown in Canada, Australia, New 


Zealand, and the United Kingdom. 
Retail food. prices in Paris rose 49.2 
per cent in the period, and the Swiss 
index reached a new! high level in 
November. 


Shortly after reaching India, Lord 
Mountbatten, the new Viceroy, per- 
suaded Jinnah and Gandhi to issue a 
joint appeal to Moslems and Hindus 
to abandon “‘the use of—force for 
political ends.”’ 

In the emergency caused by flooding 
of English farm lands in the early 
spring, sowing of wheat by aeroplane 
is being resorted to. An area of land, 
too sodden to permit of surface sowing 
was used for the experiment. 


Last year the Prairie Provinces of 
Canada seeded 25 million acres to 
wheat. The objective for this year is 
a similar acreage. Rains last autumn 
and heavy snows during the winter 
provided ample moisture over most of 
the region to give grain a good start. 
What happens from now on depends 
on the rainfall in June and July. 

Wheat is a #ital food. One acre of 
average production of that cereal 
will feed 10 people for 52 days. It is 
high in caloric content. The nutritive 
importance of wheat lies primarily 
in its fuel value. It is an energy food,

When ground into 
into bread it is 
appetizing and nourishing. It has 
more food value than maize, rice, 
millet and other grains. Its concentrat- 
ed health sustaining power has set 
wheat apart as the most suitable 
food for the development of muscle 
and brain. 
Every Acre Is Important 
The need for wheat in the world 


keep indefinitely. 
flour and baked 


-ereates a situation in which every 


acre of Canada’s great ‘“‘bread basket”’ 
is of vital importance this year. The 
welfare and even life of the people 
along the Danube, the Rhine, in Italy, 
Switzerland, France and Great Britain, 
depends to a substantial extent on 
the production of the wheat fields of 
Western Canada. ‘‘Give us this day 
our daily bread” is the prayer of 
hundreds of millions of human beings 
throughout the world. 

In addition to its wheat acreage, the 
West is expected to increase the acreage 
under oats by 9 per cent, 
barley by 19 per cent, and under 
flax by 50 per cent. The need for more 


oats and barley is to provide feed for 


Canada’s livestock population, and 
principally hogs. “his country is 
committed to provide Great Britain 
with 350 million pounds of pork.s 
The aim for flax is given at 14 million 
acres, but the increase in price to $5 
a bushel may result in doubling that 
area. 

The farmers of Manitoba, Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta carry a tremendous 
responsibility on their shoulders this 
year. The nation needs to be fed, 
and they must seek to meet the 
insistent demand from overseas. Any 
letup in productive effort would have 
tragic results. But farmers always do 
their utmost to increase their produc- 
tion. The rest depends on nature.

has been made since the Soviet armies 
drove the enemy out of the country, 
according to figures which have been 
published here by the press depart- 
ment of the Soviet Embassy. The 
figures appear in the embassy publi- 
cation Soviet News. in an _ article 
describing the 1946 plan of restoration 
of cattle breeding which has been 
Aig by the Ukrainian Govern- 
ment. 


“After the German occupation,” 
it is stated, “there remained in 
Ukraine collective farms only 6.3 
per cent of their 1940 herd of catile, 
1.9 per cent of pigs and 3.4 per 
cent of sheep... . Early this year 
the number of cattle in Ukrainian 
collective farms reached 66 per cent - 
of the pre-war figure, pigs 23 per 
cent, sheep and goats 29 per cent.” 
How was this ‘‘miracle’’ accom- 


plished? Largely through the, im- 
portation of livestock from other 
parts of the Soviet Union. ‘‘Great 


assistance,” it is stated, was received 
“from the Soviet Government and 
from fraternal republics, which sent 
hundreds of thousands of various 
livestock. ... By 1950 the number 
of cattle will exceed the pre-war level.”

Teaching of Co-operation 
in Schools--Commentary 
on Alberta Trustees’ Action

OTTAWA, Ont.—An editorial in 
The Western Farm Leader points up 
a problem that is winning increasing 
attention in the field of co-operative 
education. ‘The problem is one of 
effectively educating the public to 
co-operative principles while the big- 
gest single factor in education—formal 
schooling—is steeped in the spirit of 
competition and indoctrination of the 
profit motive. 

Some weeks ago remedial action 
was taken by a body that should 
really know what it is talking about. 
The Alberta Association of Schoob 
Trustees, in Convention, passed this 
significant resolution: 

Departments of Education in each 
Canadian Province be requested to 
include Co-operation as a subject 
to be taught in the _ school 
curriculum. 


Grave Handicaps 


Notwithstanding the fine efforts 
being made to encourage adults to 
co-operate in the various economic 
processes, and the real educational 
progress being made by governments 
and by the Co-operative Movement 
itself, the Western ores Leader opines, 
“But those who are most active in 
this.fietd of education realize that they 
will continue to work under grave 
handicaps because the great majority 
of our people have not had the 
opportunity in their early years to 
learn what co-operation in the eco- 
nomic sense really is.” 


Action Not New 


The resolution of the Alberta School 
Trustees is not new. Co-operative 
conventions have for years repeated 
similar resolutions, but with little or 
no results. But there is room for hope 
when the action springs not from 
co-operators themselves as such, but 
from those whose business it is to see 
that ed cation of youthfil minds 
should be kept in tune with social 
advances.

Scabs Around Calves’ Eyes 


D.E.S., Stettler.—I .have several 
calves, varying considerably in age. 
Some of them have scabs around the 
eyes and are getting them on the ears 
and neck. What would be the cause 
of this? 

Ans.—This may be ringworm or 
some form of skin disease. You 
could try mixing four ounces of 
tincture iodine in twelve ounces of 
camphorated oil, well shaken together, 
and applied twice a week. 

White Spots on Pig’s Liver 

M.B., Red Deer.—We butchered a 
pig and there were small white spots 
on its liver. - They seem to go right 
clear through and were rather hard. 
What caused this and is the liver fit 
to eat? 

Ans.—Often these white spots in a 
ig’s liver may be caused by too much 
atty food, round worm parasites 
causing abscesses in the liver which 

later heal over. In rare cases tuber- 
culosis may cause this condition. It 
is not a good idea to eat any liver 


‘containing white spots. 


Advise Balanced Grain Ration — 


T.E., Lacombe.—I have eight two-. 


year-old heifers and have only been 
able to get two of them bred. Do 
you think there is something lacking 
in their ration? 

Ans.—Would advise feeding well 
balanced ration of grain along with 
some good mineral mixture.

Urges Action re Control 
Grasshoppers and Sawfly 


In view of warnings by entomologists 
that this season may see heavy losses 
from grasshoppers and wheat stem 


d sawflies in southern and central Alberta 


and Saskatchewan, Dr. F. J. Greaney, 
director Line Elevators Farm Services, 
urges farmers in these districts to 
make full’ use of officially recom- 
mended control measures. For 
grasshoppers, these measures include 
use of poison bait early, and repeatedly 
(as watching may show presence of 
young hoppers); good, clean summer- 
fallow methods; shallow cultivation of 
all stubble. For the sawflies, control 
measures recommended are the use of 
traps; no seeding of wheat on wheat 
stubble; planting of resistant crops, 
such as oats, barley and flax; delay of 
seeding, preferably until after May 


| 


15th (and.in no case until the wheat 
in the traps has appeared above 
ground). Very shallow, early cultiva- 
tion, says Dr. Greaney, is effective in 
controlling both sawflies and grass- 
hoppers.

Sources of Farm Income 


An analysis of Canadian cash farm 
income, prepared from Dominion 
Government statistics, shows that 
31.1 per cent comes from meat animals, 
20.3 from food grains, 15.9 from dairy 
products, 9.7 from feed crops, 9 per 
cent from poultry, and the remainder 
from other miscellaneous crops.
